THE STORY OF GRANT AND WARD 
RELATED. 


The Old Man Gleres Upon the Bank Wrecker and 
Procee¢s to Tell How He was Roped in-The 
Tricks by which a Yeung Schemer 
Got Awey with an Old Man, 


New Yor«, October 26.—The jury for th 
trial of Ferdinand Ward was completed this 
afteznoon. District Attorney Martine opened 
the case. He said that Ward had been in- 
dicted for larceny, and he read the statutes 
covering the crime, 

While the district atiorney was speaking, 
James D. Fish and his custodians entered the 
courtroom. Fish glared at Ward as ho en- 


tered the court. He was soon removed toa 
private room, where he remained until called 
as a witneas. 

The district attorney said Ward,on July 
13, 1884, presented a check for $71,800 to the 
Marine bank for certification, giving an un- 
certified check therefor for $75,000 on the First 
National bank. Ward receivedthe money 
upon his check from the Marine bank. The 
$75,000 check wes not honored bythe First 
National, and Ward was guilty of grand lar- 
cepy by procuring #$71,000 on it from the 
Marine bank. Thejury mustremember that 
Werd was not on trial for ruining General 
Grant and sending him broken hearted to the 
grave, or for sending to the state prison for 
ten yearsa gentleman highly connected in 
benking cireles, but was merely on trial for 
grand larceny. 

FISH GLARES AT WARD. 

James D. Fish was the first witness called. 
As be took his seat, he leaned over in his 
cheir and glared savagely at Ward,who lower- 
ed his eyes. 

Ward’s counsel here moved that the jury be 
dismiesed on account of the statement of the 
district attorney regarding General Grant and 
Fieb. The motion was denied. 

Fish then began his testimony. 

‘‘]’m sixty-six years old,a convict at Au- 
burn state prison, to which I was sentenced 
forten year’s bard labor, I saw the check 
now handed me on May 5th, 1884. It was 
banded me by the paying teller. I directed 
it certified, and went tothetelephone and 
rang up Wards.” 

Question—‘Ig the prisoner here the Ward 
you mean?” 

Fish (leening over again)—‘‘Yes, I would 
like to see him; yes, thatis the man,” (con- 
temptuously. ) 

Continuing the witness said: “I said over 
the telephone, ‘Ward, I have your oheck here 
fer certificatien for $71,800 against an uncerti- 
fied check for $75,000.’ Ward *phoned back 
it was right, and I certified it. 1 saw Ward 
ou May 5, about 9 o’clock. He came in that 
morning before t hours, and asked for 
the withdrawal ofa certified $5,000 check, 
becauge an $81,000 check, against which the 
former sum was drawn, had been withdrawn.

PRESSING WARD TO MERT A CHECK. 

On cross examination the witness said he 
Jid not know that Ward’s account had been 

verdrawi on Mey 5,1884toths amount of 
716,80, 

“I knew that Ward often had his personal 
eccount overdrawn, but Ward told me 
tte money was ceposited in 
& Ward account. On April 12, 1884, 
| told Ward that it seemed to me our affaira 
were drifting in a way I could not understand. 
Carr, the teller, hed charge of the cash ac 
ecunt. On May 5th I expected Ward ali day, 
eccording to bis written promise, to make a 
deposit to relieve the $81,000 check, which did 
ccme in, though he assured me it was with- 
drzwn. We waited for Ward et the bank that 
cay vptil 5o’elock. Ward had promised to 
raise the money, and I understood he was try- 
ing to borrow. On the 5th of May I was press- 
ing him hard for the money, as the bank 
needed itin order to get through the clearing 
house on that Monday morning. On May 3d 
I wrote Ward: ‘Get in all you can, and hops 
to see better days.’ I meant him to get all 
the money he could. On Monday morning 
he deposited the Vanderbilt check for $150,- 
000, which was credited to his personal ac- 
count. I do not know that at that time it was 
«xtra hard for Ward to borrow money on the 
eccurities he had. I do no notremember 

ver soliciting loans for Grant 
& Ward on their securities, 
thovgh I believe I once went to Seligman’s. 
It wes because | could make better terms. At 
that time the Marine bank was carrying a load 
for the Erie company, and I wrote Ward that 
I would leave it the back was not relieved of 
some of its securities, which other banks 
would hardly accept.

HAD IMPLICIT FAITH IN WARD. 

‘'Ward,” the witness continued, “often made 
deposits as Jete as 3:30. When lL heard thatthe 
$51,000 check had been used,though’ Ward had 
assured meihatit bad been wilhdrawn, I rang 
bim up on the ‘phone,’ and seid, sharply: 
‘Waid, how is this that that $81,000 has been 
need?? Hereplied, ‘I can’t understand it, but 
it will beall right.’ 1 believed Ward to bean 
bororable, truthful man— one to whom | trust- 
cd everjthing I bad in the wofld. Qa 
Monday, May 5,1 expected Ward to raise a 
large amcunt of money, a8 much as $400,000 
cr $500,000, He had been trying to raise 
money for ten days before that.” 

At this point witness was excysed until to- 
morrow, to allow counsel for the defense to 
examine the books of the bank. Benjamin 
Fish, who wee paying teller in the Marine 
bank, and brother of James D., testified in 
correboration of the testimony of the previous 
witness, ard the trial closed for the day, 
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Advatncivg on Thebaw.

BLINDED WITH VITRIOL. 


The Terrible Revenge of a Young French 
Widow 
| Panis, October 26.—A very startling scene 
of vitriolic eloquence.at the Palais de Justice 
has caused a flutter of excitement in the legal 
profession. The judge and advocates were 
about to proceed with the trial of a case con- 
cerning the seizur® and sale of a small cot- 
tage at Montreuil belonging to Mme. Laisier, 
a pretty widow. M. Galas, a 
commission agent, had been deputed by a 
group of Mme, Leisier’s creditors to effect a 
judicial sale of the cottage for the benefit of 
her creditors. M.Galas stood in the left 
corner of the audience chamber turrounded 
by eeveral lawyers when Mme. Laisier sud- 
denly walked up to him, and opening asmall 
basket that she held in her hands,took from 1 
a bettle of coneentrated vitriol and threw it at 
the astonished commission agent. 

M. Galas shrieked and yelled with agony, 
and fell senseless on the floor. His face was 
fearfully burned and both his oyes were 
destroyed. THis clothes were so carbon- 
ized by the fluid that they fell from 
his body like burned paper. Maitre 
Duclos, who stood next to M. Galas, 
bad his right ear burned off. Seven other 
lawyers were disfigured and the woodwork of 
the audierce chamber was covered with the 
terrible liquid. M. Galas was carried to the 
Hotel- Dieu hospital. 

Mme. Laisier wes seized by gendarmes, 
who found in her basket another bottle of 
vilriol and a loaded revolver. Mme. Laisier 
maneged to seize the revolver and placed the 
muzzie in her mouth, with the intention of 
committing: suicide, but the gendarmes were 
too quick for her and prevented her firing. 
Upen being ——— by the judge, whose 
clothes had aleo been sprinkled with vitriol, 
the esid: 

‘I determined since yesterday to vitriolize 
M Galae, who was about tosell my cottage 
and deprive me of my only home, although he 
bes in his hands plenty of money to pay all 
a creditors. I only regret that I didn’t kill 
iim.” 


The French Victory tn Annam, 

Parise, October 26.—Great enthusiasm exists 
emong the Parisians over the official an- 
nourcem¢ nt of the French suceess in Annam, 
Crowds of excited people throng the boule- 
vards eegerly discuesing the news. Later 
deepatchcs received from DeUourcy that the 
French troops gained a victory notwithstand- 
ing the fact thatthe enemy were immensely 
superior in number, and that he inflicted 
great slaughter on the black flags. The 
fighting was very severe and lasted three 
days. The enemy tought stubbornly, but 
were completely routed. 

General DeCourey adds, in his report of the 
fightin Annam, that the enemy numbered 
6,000 men and consisted of Black Flags, An- 
nemites, and deserters from the Chinese army. 
Three of the chiefs were killed during the en- 
gegement, and many prisoners were taken by 
the French forees. General Jaument eon- 
ducted operations sgainst the enemy which 
resuited in the eaptureof a strongly fortified 
town on Thanmai, one of the last and most 
crmipable> centers’ of resistance held.by the 
Bieck Flags. The French lost.13 killed and 
wounded. General Negries is pursuing the 
pirates between Biamboo rapids and the 
canals in the province of Tonquin.

THE OHIO ELECTION LAWS, 

Instead of trying to reform the election 
laws of the south, the Ohio republicans 
should do a little work at home. For there 
is as much difference between their election 
laws and the laws of New York or of any 
other well-ordered state, as there is between 
order and disorder. Cheating in the count 
is a very difficult thing in New York; in 
Obio it seems to be expected, and is really 
invited. 

In Hamilton county, for example, the 
count was not begun until fivedays after the 
electicn. Any law that permits such an in- 
terval invites frand and should be repealed 
forthwith, Then again there seems to be no 
precise provisions as to how the precinct re- 
turns shall be broughtin. One at least ‘was 
brought in folded up in a newspaper. If 
there are any directionsies to sealing a re- 
turn, it is not cbserved. 

As might be expected the beaten side does 
not acrept a count made under such circum- 
stances. As soon as the resultin Hamilton 
county became known, the county clerk was 
served with an order of a court directing 
him to withhold certificates of election from 
the four senators-elect. He was left at lib- 
erty to issue certificates to ten members of 
the lower house, because there is a republic- 
an mejority in the house anyway, and that 
majority istrusted to do all the unseating 
that may be considered necessary for parti- 
san purposes, Dut if the four democratic 
senators from Hamilton county are permit- 
ted to take their rests, that body will consist 
of twenty democrats and seventeen repub- 
licans, and the Hamilton county senators 
would retain their seats. Soit is proposed 
to meke the injunction ho'd, if possible, in 
ike lower court; if not, then by an appeal to 
the bigheet court of the state, which is made 
up of republicans. All through the count is 
tinged with fraud, partisanship, and a de- 
termination to trifle with the ballot-box. 

It is proposed to settle the contestin Ham- 
ilton county, at least, by appeal tojpartisans. 
The Obio law proves, in other words, to be 
utterly worthless ina hot or close contest, 
Even the registration of Cincinnatiis known 
to be padded. The proportion is twenty- 
three of a hundred of population. No other 
city returns so high a percentage, and it is 
believed from three to five per cent of the 
registration is fraudulent. 

Ohio should be reformed. Her election 
Jaws are worthless. Her registration is ex- 
cessive, and her representation is swelled by 
fraud. Before she begins a new reconatruc- 
tion of the south, let her look into her own 
efiaire. She has confessedly the worst elec- 
tion laws, the fiercest partisanship, the most 
dangerous mobs, and the most unscrupulous 
leaders, in the union. Let her look to her- 
se)f. 

THE VIEWS OF MR, CONKLING., 

As a provide citizen, whose experience in 
public affairs has been somewhat exceptional, 
ex-Senator Conkling occupies a commanding 
position in New York state. In spite of the 
petulance with which he has beenin the 
babit of disposing of the small politicians and 
demagceues, who annoyed him with either 
their attention or their attacks, his career 
bescommended him to the attention ofa 
great many people, eepecially in his native 
state. His political integrity has always 
been above reprosch; in an era of corruption, 
his honesty bas never been questioned, 

Taking all these things into consideration. 
the attitude of such a man becomes exceed- 
ipg!y interesting to those whoare carrying on 
the campaign in New York state. Tiere 
haye been several attempts to get an expres. 
sion of cpinion from Mr. Conkling, and at 
last he bas spoken, He denounces the re- 
publican ticketin New York with a vehe- 
mence which shows that he proposes to make 
his opposition felt. He declares that the 
only a of Davenport are that he 
is @ millionaire, and he says that this fact 
should promptly receive the uttermost exe- 
cration of eyery patriotic voter. He declares 
that the people are asked by the republican 
party to yote for men because they represent 
money-begs. The republican platform he 
alluecs to as ‘‘a mess of nothinguaess, vapidity 
and monumental yacuity.’’ He describes 
poorold Mr. Evarts as ‘‘the venerable and 
attennated icicle, who can always be depend- 
ed upon to ventilate his oracular verbosity 
after everything has been accomplished by 
others,” Mr. Conkling then proceedsto pay 
his respects to the plumed knight: 

The republican party has been dragged down to 
its present low stege by the manipulations of one 
man, whose overwhelming ambition forthe presi- 
dentialseat led himtoall lengths toaccomplish 
his life long dream and ambition. He wrecked a 
president by his manipulations, in forcing lim to 
make appointments that led toa disruption of the 
parity; he performed acts toattain his end for his 
own adyancement that even high heaven would 
protest against; he practiced venality to that ex- 
tent that it became a proverb, ana still remainsa 
hissing among the good men of the party and of 
the whole land. But he has his reward. He has 
been relegated to that privacy that should have 
been his loteight years ago. His adherents have 
acmitted, since the last election, that they were 
hoodwinked, and many men who are of high po- 
litical standing have stated to me that they rued 
the day that they aided him in what they now 
cell his unholy schemes. Poor comfort have they 
obtained from me, These parties are now enraged 
atfinding their hopes blasted, and inveigh as 
heavily against their one-time hilarious plumed 
knightas they were heartily and conspicuously 
prominent in shouting his praises a year ago. The 
party is now in the hands of those who have been 
the willing tools of the man from Maine, and it 
remains to be scen what they wil! do with it. 

This is the way Mr. Coukling looks at the 
republican perty and its great leader, and at 
the campaign in New York state. How mauy 
Stalwarts will indorse his views? 
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A REFORMED CANNIBAL, 

During the recent conference of colored 
Methodists in Washington, Profegsor Soloder 
was the observed of all observers. He was 
introduced as ‘“‘a disttnguished and highly 
educated cannibal.’’

He worea little black skull 
cap, a long bieck clerical coat, long scarlet 
stockings and canvass shoes, On further 
scquaintance the stranger’ msde himself 
very interesting. He frankly admitted that 
in the Fiji Islands, where he was boro, he 
bad eaten human flesh many a time. In 
his early days he had lived principally oa 
roast missionsry, but for the past twenty- 
five years he bad been a missionary him- 
self. 

This was his simplestory. He expressed 
no remorse, and wasted no words in yain 


, regrets, ‘How did missionary fiesh taste?” 


asked the bishop. “Pretty much like mule,” 
was the reply with a loud smack of the 
lips. 

It is touching upon a very delicate sub- 
ject, but weare strongly attempted to say 
that a line must be drawn somewhere in the 
case of missionaries and evangelists. Doubt- 
less a liberal policy is all right, but the line 
should be drawn at cannibals. We may be 
wrong, but it seems tous that a man loses 
his moral influence when the fact is known 
that he was once addicted to missionary 02 
toast and boiled colporteur. There is & 
prejudice in the public mind that cannot 
easily be overcome. A reformed cannibal 
may deserve our confidence, but he can’t 
get it. Underthe circumstances it would 
be better to fight{shy of him. The idea of 
accepting his professions of reform and 
rushing} him at once into evangelical work 
is absurd. 


THE WOODROW CONTROVERSY: 

The action of three of the southern synods 
ofthe Presbyterian church in vindicating 
Dr. Woodrow, shows that there has been 
considerable evolution in theological circles 
in regard to the discussion and exposition of 
scientific subjects. It shows, also, that there 
is a larger liberality among churchmen than 
the outside world has been willing to ac- 
knowledge. 

The vindication of Dr. Woodrow, however, 
does not mean that the Presbyterians believe 
in evolution, or that they accept any part of 
it as probably true. It means simply that a 
majority ot them believe that Dr. Woodrow 
was right in teaching evolution in an exposi- 
tory way. The great controversy that has 
been goingoninthe Presbyterian church 
may therefore be said to be ended, but the 
question of evolution remains for the theo- 
lcgians to consider, 

There will be puzzling discussions {and 
long drawn out controversies over the sab- 
ject, but what will they amount toin the 
end? The world m'‘ght accept the theory of 
evolution, with all its lateral and collateral 
theories, and be no nearer the solution of the 
great mystery than it is today, orthan it was 
yesterday. The pseudo-science of the time is 
glib enough and nimble enough to make 
itself heard in many places, but the truth is 
that the most accomplished scientist knows 

‘no more about evolution than the humblest 
Christian. The Bible will take one nearer to 
God and to humanity than all the philosophy 
thet the scientists have invented, and that 
fact ought to dispose the theologians to re- 
gard somewhat Jeniently the various small 
theories that come up for consideration.

MANY people are under{fthe impression that 
liquor was originally taxed in order to restrict 
the traffic, hut the following review of the matter 
from the Chicago Inter Ocean shows that the real 
object of the tax has always been the raising of 
revenue: “The first excise on liquors in England 
wes levied by the revolutionary parliament at 
Westminster in 1643, to raise money to continue 
the conflict with the king. The tax was laid on 
ale, beer, cider and perry, The king’s parliament 
at Oxford immediately levied a similartax, Both 
parties egreed that when the war was over the 
tax shouldz. be abolished, but when that time 
came it was found to be too fruitful a 
source of revenue to be given up, and it has ever 
since been a part of the revenue, system of Great 
Britain. The development of the indirect taxation 
plan in Great Britain led to the levying of excise 
on nearly every Commodity of common consump- 
tion. When these were largely removed, because 
of the popular dissatisfaction, the taxes on liquors 
were retained, in deference to the plea that it 
reryed, in some degree, as a restriction on their 
use, The first excise laws in the United States 
were modeled on those in Great Britain, and 
were strorgly opposed by the people, who 
bad imbibed the hatred felt by thecommon peo- 
ple of England toward taxes of that kind. Penn: 
sylvania, Meesachusetts and Conneticut imposed 
asktate tax on liquors, probably with the double 
object of restricting their sale and raising {a rev- 
enue, The first national excise law was one im- 
posipg'a tax on spirituous liquors, which was de- 
vised by Hamilton and gave rise tothe famous 
whisky rebellion, Itshould be noted that Hamil- 
ton in adyocating this law laid especial stress 
on the great edvantages to the country to 
be gained by restricting the consumption of 
liquors by high taxes. After’the rebellion was 
quelled, however, the law was largely modified by 
Hamilton, the tax on whisky lowered, and taxes 
on various other articles were introduced. When 
Jefferson became president, the excise on liquors 
was removed, In 1813 it was renewed in the form 
of a license to raise funds for carrying on the war 
with Great Britain,but was repealed again in 1817, 
It was broughtin useagain in July, 1862, and has 
ever since been continued, and has included a tax 
upon the manufacture of the liquor, and 
also a tax in the form of license upon 
its sale, We may suppose that the 
object of restriction has been more gen- 
erally present in the imposition of a license tax 
than in that ef the excise. The first license tax 
ever imposed in England was ove upon peddlers, 
and it was believed to have been levied through 
the influence of the shop-keepers, to diminish the 
number of these hawkers of goods, The assump- 
tion hasbeen madeihat the license tax on the 
retailers of Jiquor in Great Britain was imposed to 
restrict the trade, but it isnot high enough to 
act as a very ¢flicient check. In France the num- 
ber of licenses that can be issuedto liquor 
deslers in any town is limited according to a scale 
gracuated by the populationin each place, In 


the United States licenses were at first levied by ' 


state end cities, primarily for restriction and sec- 
ongarily, forreyenue. The? license tax imposed 
by the federal government under the law of 1861. 
2 were for the purpose of revenue. These, as far 
as theyconcern the liquor traffic, are stillin 
force,

In New England all thedress goods mills"are 
runbing on full and some on extra time, and, the 
lower prices for provisions enable the employes to 
do well on the reduced wages, In New York com- 
mission and jobbing houses report large sales and 
duplicating recent orders by distributors. 
Even the stock market, which 
bas been nearly para'yzed by 
the general want of confidence throughout the 
country sbows, revival, and Wall streetisona 
boom. The crops everywhere have been fine 
and safely harvested and the yield of winter fruit 
is simply enormous

THE SYNOD IN CHESTER. 


A OCorrespoudent Wedged In Between Dis- 
tirguished Divines. 

CuEster, 8. C., October 26,—[Special.}—This 
beautiful and thrifty town during the past twen- 
ty: five hours, has entertained several hundred 
preachers and elders of the great Presbyterian 
church, The people of Chester of all creeds and 
denominations opened their homes and their 
hearts to the visiting brethren, and were profuse 
in their hospitalities, All were entertained in the 
most generous manner. Never was there a more 
delightful synodical session. The weather was 
perfect. The church arrangements and ac- 
commodations were excellent. Ev- 
erything combined to render this 
important ecclesiastical convocation successful 
and pleasant.

Large congregas 
tions, com posed of representatives of every de- 
nomination, attended daily and nightly the 
sessions.

A 
yast amount of routine synodical work 
was done. Of course the all-absorbing business 
of the seesion was the case of Dr. Woodrow versus 
the board of directors of the Columbia theologi- 
calseminary. The consideration of this case oc- 
cupied most of the synod’s time and attention. 
Not a few prominent preachers who had taken @ 
conspicuous part in this contest as opponents of 
Dr. Woodrow, are willing to confess that their 
course was erroneous and that it would be their 
aim to right a great wrong and give the injured 
professor such redress as he asked for. Early in 
the session it was said that these new 
accessions to the Woodrow column 
would so materially enhance its strength that the 
decimated ranks of the Mackites must eventually 
succumb. Early in the debate it was predicted that 
Mack and bis allies would suffer a defeat.

Editor Cheyes, of the Dawson J ournal, who is 
confined in the Fulton county jail for safe keep- 
ing, is not only insane butis almost in a dying 
condition, 

Cheves will hardly live until the case against 
him is called in the Terrell superior court, *nno- 
less something can be done for him. 

Severalmonths ago THe ConsTITUTION stated 


that Cheves was insane, and gave an account of 


his conduct, ; Subsequently, an account of his re- 
covery was printed butitnow appears that the 
recovery was not complete, 

“ seen weeks-past Dr. Boring has found it 
absolutely necessary to pay Cheves two visits 
oay. His constitution gave way long ago and he 
began tO show signs Of disease soon after he was 
jailed, butabout three months ago his physical 
condition became so wretched that the man 
found it almost impossible to move about in the 
jail. Dr. Boring, of course, finds it impossible to 
rebuild the man’s system confined as he is, When 


CHEVES WAS FIRST CONFINED. 
in the Fulton county jail, he was quiet and retir- 
ing in his disposition, and held himself aloof 
irom the other prisoners, However, as he became 


accustomed to the confinement and associations, 
he mingled with his fellow prisoners 
and taiked and read to them, He 
proved to be the same in jail as out of it 
—a kind hearted man, aud divided his tobacco, 
postage stamps, paper, pen and ink, etc., with the 
prisoners. About this time he was quite a favor~ 
ite with the prisoners, every one 01 whom liked 
him. This was six months ago, Soon after that,

He grew surly and ‘disagreeable and would 
avoid all thosearound him.

Sec, 6, Be it further enacted, That if a majority 
Of the votes cast at any election as by this act pro- 
vided, shall be against the sale, it shall not be 
lawful forany person, within the limits of such 
county, to sell or barter, for valuable considera- 
tion, either directly or indirectly, or give away to 
induce trade, at any place of business, or furnish 
at other public places, any alcoholic, spirituous, 
malt or intoxicating liquors, or intoxicating bit- 
ters, Or Other drinks which if drank to excess will 
produce intoxication, under penalties hereinafter 
prescribed, 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, .That nothing in 
this act shall be so construed as to prevent the 
manufacture, sale and use of domestic wines, or 
cider, or the sale of wines for sacramental pur- 
poses ; provided, such wines, or cider, shall not be 
sold in barrooms, by retail; nor shall anything 
herein contained prevent licensed druggists from 
selling or furnishing pure alcohol for medicinal, 
art, scientific and mechanical purposes.

Walls’s horse 
was shot dead beneath him, and as Wall tum- 
bled to the ground he too was supposed to be 
dead. Rose-rode away rapidly. He and the 
negro proceeded with their horses to Lumber 
City, and arrived there the night after tho 
shooting with the report that both Clements 
ard Wall had been killed. 
The ceputies who had to 
walk could not get to Lumber City before next 
day to contradict the report by their living 
yresence. It was a great surprise tothe people 
ot the town when two men who were supposed

Not- 
withstendivg the strong efforts to arouse in- 
terest, the indications are that the total vote 
will be below the average. The uncertainty 
has never been greater as to the result. The 
presidential election tore things to pieces so 
thoroughly that the shrewdest politicians 
cannot torcte!li how the elements will come 
together again. 

New York ci.y Js ablaze with local excite. 
ment, however, 60 isr as the statesmen can 
incite it. A triangular fizht by the republic.

No demand 
kad been addressed to Ssrvia implying an un- 
willingness to protect her interests in the 
event of Seryia trying to occupy the new 
territory before the close of the conference, 
neither would he admit that Austria would 
protect Servian interests under any circum- 
stances, as the effect of such an admission 
would beto make Austria dependent upon 
the Servian policy.

Russia, Germany, 
Austria, favored the return to the status quo 
ante, on the ground that they- believed that 
Bulgaria and Roumelia Would not oppose 
sucha return. He hoped, he said, that the 
powers would succeed in bringing about this 
condition. Servia herself had declared 
thatthe re-establishment of the status quo 
ante would be more acceptable to her than 
any extension of territory. 

in conclusion Kalnoky urged the necessity

The experts agreed that an essential teature of 
the treatment was to sustain the strength of 
the patient, and then came a consideration of 
what tonic to use. Many opposed alcohol, 
and the majority favored the employment of 
the coca leaf and its alkaloids in the form of a 
cordial. This conclusion had no sooner been 
reached than several manufacturers of drugs 
hastily pus on the market prepara- 
tions of coca. There ig said to be no appre- 
ciable difference in the different makes, for 
thus far they are the product of responsible 
factories; but erch concern is naturally 
anxious to get the favor of the profession for 
its particular coca tonic, and few doctors in 
the land have failed to get circulars about lt. 
Recommendations irom wellknown metropol- 
iten pbysicians are given in the documents, 
and out of these testimonials a scandal has 
srisen.

Oneday Rufe was absent 
from the store when a notorious desperado 
and bully from the mines came into the store 
helf drunk, and jerking outa pistol and bowie 
knife began to carve up things right aad left.

Then he began to slash at 
goode, and destroyed considerable  be- 
fore leaving. The proprictor was 
afraid to enter a word of projgs', for the out~ 
law had already killed sevefal men for less 
offenses, He was an unerring shot, and placed 
no value whatever on human life. After the 
fellow’s departure Moss returned and was 
to'\d cfthe unwelcome visitor. He remarked 
that if he came in again to turn that customer 
over to bim to waiton. He then went to his 
room, loaded his pistol and placed it under the 
counter where it could be easily reached 
when needed. Sure enough toward the mid- 
dle of the evening the desperado returned, 
loeded tothe gunnels with popskull liquor, 
and followed by three of his friends, 
who were about as rough and desperate cases 
as himself.

Kis Appciniment to fake Effect When Jadge 
Marehall J. Clarke Succeeds Judge Hammon4 
in the Superior Court Next December 
—Zhe Action of the Atlanta Bar. 


Yesterday there was a meeting of the At- 
Jante bar in the superior court room, The bar 
meeting was called to order at eleven o'clock, 
after the call of the civil docket. Mr. Sam 
Weil, chairman of the previous bar meeting, 
presided. The object of the meeting was to 
designate the choice of the bar of successor of 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke as judge of the city 
court. There was a full attendance of the 
lawyers of Atlanta, and a more representa- 
tive bar meeting was probably never held in 
this city. 

But two candidates had been named. They 
were Mr. Howard Van Eppsand Mr. Heary 
Hillyer. Tho high character and the emi 
bent fitness of both gentlemen for the 
position, together with the great popularity 
of each maae the contest interesting and live. 
ly. Still it was conducted from first to last 
with

between the candidates themselves and be- 
tween the most enthusiastic supporters of 
each of them. 

In a correspondence published in last Sun- 
day’s CoxatituTion,s Mr. Van Epps and Mr. 
Hillyer bad agreed to submit their claims toa 
meeting of the bar, and it was to decide which 
of the two should be named as the choice of the 
bar, that the meeting was held yesterday. 
It was decided that a ballot should be taken. 

Jutge Wright, Judge Dorsey, and Judge 
Pendleton were appointed tellers.

THE ORDNANCE SUPPLY, 
The commission ot the house ot representa. 
tives, consisting of Congressmen Heweit, 
Burns, Randall, Crisp, Hiscock, Reed 
and Phelps, appointed to report 
upon the policy to be adopted by the 
Rovern ment to securea supply of ordnanceand 
armor plate, has sent a circular letter to the 
leading manufacturers of steel in this country 
asking information as to their willingness to 
undertake to supply either the raw material 
required for the manufacture of guns or the 
guns completely nished, 
for use. The commission calls 
attention to the recommendation of 
gua foundry board, “That the government 
Should establish on its own territory a plant 
for the febrication of cannon, and should con- 
tract with private parties to such amounts as 
would enable them to supply from the private 
industries of the country torged and tempered 
material.” Ig view of this recommendation, 
the commission asks to be informed whether 
the steel manufacturers would be willing to 
enter into a contract with the government of 
the United States to supp!y material, includ- 
ing rough boring, turning and tempering, 
required for the guns of the 
largest caliber, involving the use of ingots of 
Steel of the weight of 100 tons, with a reason- 
able proportion of ingots of smaller size. Ii 
Wiilbg to enter into such contract, the manu- 
facturers ere asked to inform the committee 
how many tons of steelin the aggregate they 
would regard asa reasonable amount to 
contracted for, deliverable over 
Series of years, to be paid for 
Upen inspection and delivery. The 
commission also desires to ascertain wheth-
